First, because {ft stood 
for Independent Moving Pic- 
tures; second, becanse It was 
easy to advertise and easy to 
termnember.

We have 
advertised far and wide in monthly magazines, 
we have -conducted scenario writing contests 
in many cities, we have offered extremely high 
prices to famous writers, we have written 
thousands of letters to men, women and young 
folks in our endeavor to secure ideas strikingly 
original. During the four months from July 1, 
1910, to November 1, 1910, we received and 
read over four thousand manuscripts. Over a 
thousand a month. Out of ihe four thousand, 
how many do you suppose were available?

We are now supplied with enough good manu 
scripts to keep us on easy street for some time, 
but we are always ready to buy good ones and 
pay the highest prices for them. 

I have mentioned this merely to show one 
of the hundreds of difficulties that beset the 
path of the film maker and to prove that a 
successful production of good films is not the 
soft snap that many may imagine. 


BOUQUETS FOR EXHIBITORS. 


For hygienic reasons the theatres are fitted

1 cannot refrain from handing a little bou 
quet to the exhibitors who have 
helped make the success of 
Imp films possible by respond- 
ing to our request that they 
“demand Imp films.’’ They 
had no trouble seeing that the 
only way to encourage a manu 
facturer was to demonstrate 
their appreciation by helping 
create a big market for bis 
goods—and they put their 
shoulders to the wheel and 
shoved. 

We have tried so hard to keep 
bettering the standard of Imp 
films that we have taught mov- 
ing picture people to expect 
more of us than of others. The 
result is that whenever we 
make the slightest slip or mis- 
take, these well-meaning crit- 
ies jump all over us; bat we 
are glad of it because we know 
the criticisms are inspired by 
their personal pride in Imp 
films and they don’t like to 
see us make even the common 
mistakes that they overlook ip 
any other brand of films. 

if I didn’t feel that I had 
the backing and the loyalty of 
hundreds, yes, thousands of am- 
bitious independent exhibitors, 
the making of films would be 
a disheartening job. But, of 
the contrary, it is a real pleas 
ure to know that in the north, 
east, south and west there are 
hundreds of loyal ‘“‘pluggers’”* 
for the Imp product. 


SOME IMP SCOOPS. 


When the Imp scooped the 
whole country by securing the 
‘“‘In Africa’’ pictures, these ex- 
hibitors showered us with let- 
ters of congratulation; when we 
put over another scoop by sign- 
ing the famous Count de Beau- 
fort, they repeated the dose; 
when we brought out our 
class dramas and high clase 
comedies, they repeated again, 
So that week after week and 
month after month it has been 
almost a non-stop innovation. 
This, as you may well imagine, 
has more than counterbalanced 
the numberless scraps, legal and 
etherwise, which kept us OB 
the jump from the first few 
months of our exciting career.

sian tastes. Pictures repre- 
senting American scenery and 
sporting events, such as base 
ball and . football, would @ 
peal to Russians.

In order that American firms 
may do a successful business, 
it is absolutely necessary to 
open branch offices in the prim- 
cipal cities and to carry is 
stock a large and well- a 
supply of Ameriean a meg of 
unique and entertaining sub- 
jects. Some foreign concerns 
carry 3,000 different films ig 
stock, which are either sold 
outright or rented. 

Of American films, those of 
Edison, Vitagraph and American 
Film companies are most met 
with. Only a few pictures are 
on exhibition, and they are not 
of the class that as a rule are 
acceptable to the Russian. 
CHARACTER OF FILMS USSD 
The films are sold at 2 cents 
per meter (39.37 inches), and 
are rented under the followt 
conditions: One program 
pictures, comprising a total 
length of 1,000 meters, $10.30 
to $128.75 per week; two . 
grams a week, $15.45 to $154.- 
50 


The most lar films aver- 
age 500 to 600 feet; the shortest 
about 200, and the longest 1,800 
feet. The average requirements 
of the respective lengths of 
films have been furnished by a 
local institution, as follows: 
15 of 60 to 100 meters, 28 of 
101 to 150, 31 of 151 to 200, 19 
of 200 to 250, 13 of 250 to 300, 
5 of 300 to 400, and 1 of 420 
or more. 
|. The Russians are particularly interested iz 
| tragedy and drama. and such scenes as ‘‘Faust,’’ 
| *‘Troubadour,”’ “The Siege of Saragossa,’’ and 
| similar ones requiring films of 600 meters are 
| quite popular. Nature scenes, which, however, 
usually are short, are also in demand, especially 
those picturing wild and savage life. Six com-

FILM PRINTING—IMPORTS AND DUTIES.

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The most absorbing problem that to-day con- 
fronts the producer of the moving picture film 
ig the choice of subjects. He must be obedient 
to popular demand if he would prosper—but 
herein lies the difficulty. To know just what 
appeals to the average audience is of prime im- 
portance, for to gratify the following’s taste 
is to create this demand for your film, and if 
the patron once gathers enough enthusiasm to 
prefer one make above another, then it is that 
the rub bas been assuaged. The greater part of 
the perplexing problem is then accomplished, 
the remaining considerations are technique in 
the story, artistry in the acting, and excellence 
in photography. The whole industry, movement 
or field (no word is too broad to accurately limit 
the business to its future dimensions) is as 
yet too incompletely developed and crude to com- 
bine all three requirements into a harmonious 
blend, resulting in the perfection ultimately 
to be accomplished. But the manufacturer has 
progressed to such a stage that the desired 
end has been recognized, and has, furthermore, 
expended considerable thought on the subject, 
So that he can outline in rough, at least, the 
various channels which direct to the more per- 
fect solution. But as to the exact depth of 
each of these channels there yet remains much 
diversity of opinion. 


Thus it is that in their efforts to photoplay 
drama much of the ultra-amorous and supra- 
sensational is portrayed, which interferes with 
the realism of the presentation and also with 
the technique of the story or scenario. In 
more popular terms, we have what is called 
“overdoing it’’—we recognize a strain in the 
wholesome effect intended. Many attribute the 
indulgence of this abuse to the appreciation 
which the audience manifests at such a film, 
but to analyze the matter to its deeper layers, 
we must finally admit that this reason could 
only be an insult to the intelligence of the aud- 
fence. They may be taken with the elaborate- 
Ress of the setting, the scenic beauty of the 
landscape, but the appreciation of this is subor- 
dinate to the appreciation of the story, the plot 
and its degree of faithfulness to the natural 
and ite freedom from exaggeration. 

This is a step at which we must o’erlay or 
needs must fail, and it is just at this particular 

neture that we find the point of divergence 

tween the film tolerated on account of the 
whole show only costing a nickel anyway, and 
enthusiastically appreciated film which results 
ey demand. : 
argue without optimism but from a 
straightforward manner only, it must be admit- 
ted that in its present status and atmosphere of 
budding development, the height of wholesome 
faithfulness to the natural and logical has not 
et been attained. We are still climbing but 
ave reached a height sufficient to assure us 
that the summit is not impossible. 

The alert manufacturer knows that the plot 
be has been offering has been too often dog- 
gerel, even empty, and guilty of similarity to 
& countless number of former releases. He real- 
izes his comedy is un-American, primitive, bur- 
lesquish, in its opprobrious sense, unrefined and 
without pungency—and he has often wondered 
how the public would stand for it—but they 
have; wherefore he has not worried himself 
in introducing the novel, the dignifiedly funny 
—he contented himself with the crude, the 
slap-stick comedy, apprepriately termed horse- 
play. But the time is at hand when he must 
confront the question of producing a more log- 
leal, finished and legitimate picture story. 

The standard of the scenario writer is being 
constantly improved by the more progressive 
Manufacturers. At first this individual was 
just any body, an unlettered man, who had not 
the least idea of the proper relation of the parts 
of a drama, or the most effective accomplish- 
ment of comedy. Was there any reason then 
that all pictures looked more or less alike. the 
distinguishing features oft-times being a change 
in costumes and location and scenery? 

Yes, this day is passing fast—with the elimin- 
ation of the underfed scenario writer. Men of 
Greater genius are now employed for the pur- 
pose of manufacturing plots—but even yet the 
_ has an unfresh or canned appearance. It 
is inevitable that well-paid men of new ideas, 
of sparkling humor, must be employed to sup- 
ply the thread for the actors to spin with.

The objection to machine-projected drama !s in 
ite exageeration—while that to comedy is in 
its farcicality—a matter very flagrant. Here 
is where ilies the error which up to the present 
has proven insurmountable. 

On the stage, both In vaudeville, musical, dra- 
matic and comedy, most of the comicality is ac- 
complished by talking—when gestures, glances. 
ete., do produce laughter, you will usually find 
conversation has served as the introductory ma- 
terial, and the joke is the climactic stroke. 
This conversational pungency is typically Amer- 
fean, and is by far the most delightfully en- 
tertaining. The public has been educated up 
to this kind of comedy, and now thoroughly 
os “ee it. 

et the film must convey fun and humor 
without the aid of this highly important in- 
strument of conversation—and this is just where 
the bulk of our endeavors must be most assid- 
wously directed. This is one of the most diffi- 
cult problems the producer. writer and actor 
must calculate upon. So far most film comedy 
bas been conveyed through grotesqueness of ac- 
tion. such as farcical tumbling, knocking down, 
upsetting. running, jumping, and in short, over- 
Grawn buriesquing. Some has been accomplished 
(and this is a progressive step leading to im- 
vement) by inference and humorous situa- 
ions. such as Rev. Goodleigh’s embarrassed con- 
dition when the escaped Iunatic, who is mad 
on the subiect of Indian war dancing, compels 
the scantily clothed clergyman to dance the 
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characteristic war-step. There are more of this 
nature, too numerous to enumerate, but as yet 
the usual method of accomplishing comedy is 
still somewhat coarse and uncouth when com- 
pared to the kind that the future will evolve. 
There is no indication of an abatement of in- 
terest In the moving picture film, wherefore we 
may optimistically look forward to that time 
when we will be able to accomplish a cond! 
tion close to the ideal. There are to-day about 
six million people who attend the nickelodeon 
every day in the year in the United States. 
There are more than ten thousand five and ten 
cent houses in this country, giving an average 
of about three and a half shows a day. Is 
there any theatre in the legitimate field, any 
opera or vaudeville house, or other amusement 
enterprise which has this preponderous support? 
One can safely venture the statement that the 
moving picture theatre sells more of its popular 
priced tickets than are sold at all the other 
amusement houses combined. The reasons for 
this are multifold. For instance, the subject 
portrayed, no matter to what classification it 
may belong, is. usually of interest, not attempt- 
ing to specify the exact degree. whether over 
or under, and this combined with the reason- 


| consumed 


denouement. The unraveling of the plot should 
be free from the obvious; always the logical 
result of the conditions which force the climax. 
Thus in review we find that the future succesy 
of the manufacturer is staked not upon the 
photographer, the actor, nor the many other 
assistants through whose hands the film is 
bound to pass, so much as it is staked upon 
the producer of the plot. Capability in this 
field, all other things being equal, spells suc- 
cess, the result of demand. It is here where 
the remedy is to be applied, and when once 


applied the effect will be most wholesome. 
Luckily the writing of the plot is the first 
step in the phetoplay. The plot is the pith, 


and without pith a picture must needs fall to 
please. Should the plot not please, it can 

rejected by the critic before time has been 
in the acting or the photographing 
of the story. It is indeed fortunate that this 
important step come first. The matter would 
be of far greater seriousness were scenario writ- 
ing one of the last steps. The matter would 
then need another method of remedy and we 
could not as confidently look forward to the 
time of perfection in the cinematographical field. 
We can look forward to good structural enter- 
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ableness of the admission price, tempts not only 
the passerby, whose finances do not allow him 
to spend a dollar or two for a high-class show, 
but also the more fortunate class of people who 
are in able position to afford the purchase of a 
ticket to a legitimate house. They attend be- 
cause it is an entertaining way of passing 
the evenings, and oft-times see as meritorious 
a production projected on the screen as they 
would see on a stage peopled with speaking hu- 
manity. Numerous writers have attributed the 
support of the moving picture theatre by the 
more monied class to the weakness of many 
of the dramatic productions now in the popular 
priced market, and the barrenness of actual 
intrinsic entertainment in the vaudeville and 
burlesque house. Whether there is any founda- 
tion to this statement or not is beyond the in- 
tentions of the writer, but let us observe that 
if this be the case, the film manufacturer should 
profit by this example. He should and must 
keep up the standard of his comedy and the 
genuine worth of his drama. In order to do 
this, it is necessary to employ more capable 
scenario writers. It is always easy to win 
the patronage of children by an abundance of 
sensationalism or beautiful scenery, but in 


gaining the patromage of the boy or girl you 
lose the support of the parents. It is to both 
that the film should cater, and the time has 


come when the matter must 
at once, 

The technique of the drama 
more and more attention. The play should not 
be written and immediately subjected to act- 
ing, but should be carefully revised, improved 
and oft-times rewritten. The writer should ar- 
range and re-arrange every situation in order 
to effect the most logical and natural sequence 
of happenings.

come, there will then be other questions and 
situations that will need attention. No illness 
was ever cured without the discovery of minor 
ailments which also needed attention. With the 
perfection of the plot the attention will then 
devolve upon its artistic presentation. 

The question of the actor has been given 
careful consideration. The manufacturer real- 
izes that one performer is more capable than 
another. He is constantly bettering and im- 
proving the standard of his performance. He 
is replacing the less by the more capable, un- 
til we find the engagement of the human subject 
as uncertain as the engagement of performers 
in other amusement fields. They are employed 
upon the condition that they do good work, 
and the manufacturer is not the least bit loathe 
to replace where necessary. An artist who 
has made his or her mark before the camera 
need not for a minute worry as to work. He 
or she is a sought individual, and her services 
will be readily engaged by any of the numer- 


os manufacturers who recognize her talent. 
It thus happens as in the same case in stock 
companies that the very artists bulld up a 
clientele of admirers with whom they have 
never had the least acquaintance: countless 
thousands of whom they have never even 
had, nor ever will have occasion to, expect to 
see. The artist then increases in value as his 
clientele increases in numbers. That brand of 
film is found to be the

THE MOVING PICTURE SITUATION 
IN TOLEDO, O. 


Toledo, with its population of over 200,000, is 
well represented in the motion picture field. 
having 42 theatres, and a new one, the Empress. 
now ‘4 course of construction, and when com 
pleted will be the handsomest house in this sec 
tion of the country. Of the 42 theatres, there 
are fourteen whose seating capacity is over 300, 
eight of which are situated in the businss section 
and the others are well scattered throughout the 


city. They are all playing to capacity busi 
ness. 

That vaudeville, featured with motion pic 
tures, is a producer much revenue, as 


proven to be a fact, as most of the larger 
houses are running from two to five acts, and 
with a few exceptions charge but five cents 
admission. 

The majority of the houses run Trust or As 
sociation films, and only a very few have films 


of first run. The Princess and Royal, operated 
by C. L. Brailey, alternate first run Trust 
films. The Crown, operated by Jas. S. Brailey. 


Sr., and the Sunbeam, operated by the Bettis 
Amusement Co., J, Bernard Gardner, manager. 
have first-run Independent films. The Diamond. 
operated by Jos. Kellman and A. M. Young. 
under the name of the Diamond Theatre Co.. 
have second-run and up of Trust films. The 
Crown, Diamond and New Orpheum feature 
vaudeville, and play to big business daily. It 
might also be well to mention Hart's Theatre 
at this time, the first motion picture house in 
the Middle West to place a stock company on 
in connection with the pictures. The house 
is owned by the Hart Brothers, who recently 
purchased the Princess Theatre, Columbus, 0.. 
and will inaugurate stock with moving pictures 
in that city. This house will be managed by 
the Hart Brothers, and their Toledo house by 
Grover Rauck, who will book all acts for both 


uses. 

One of the main features in a motion picture 
house is the illustrated song, and one that 
owners and managers should watch closely. 
To save the cost of talent, they put on young 
girls or boys, who will work twelve hours a day. 
singing eight to twelve songs for a mere pit- 
tance. The »~nubiic who patronize these theatres 
demand a good singer, and they can be had for 
a fair salary. 

In regard to the theatres, one vital point 
is at stake, and that is ventilation. Most of 
the theatres treat this condition with little or 
no thought for their patrons. In the smaller 
houses ioe ventilation is far insufficient for the 
number of people who pack themselves in, nev 
ertheless, and shonld be watched carefully. 

The sum total of the motion picture conditions 
in Toledo is that while there is room for im- 
provement, we show up to better advantage 
than many otwer cities of larger population, 
and those interested in the welfare of the pic- 
ture business are more than satisfied, finan- 
cially, for their various investments.

There are four theatres running motion pictures 
and vaudevilie, and three houses devoted ex- 
clusively to pictures. 

Considering all, Fall River has a collection of 
fine picture houses, and despite the cosmopoli- 
tan population, good, clean films are demanded. 
Fall River of all cities needs cheap amusement, 
for the wages in the mill are very small. The 
field is net filled, a few small picture theatres 
could safely be conducted here, provided one 
of the foreign ends were entered; the business 
center of the city has enough now.

The outlook fn the moving picture field in 
Bayonne, N. J., is most encouraging. After a 
hard and at times seemingly futile fight, the 
moving picture business has at last been firmly 
established, Althongh at present there are only 
three moving picture houses in this city, they 
are playing to a tremendous business.

Four of these 
are within one hundred feet. Davenport, lowa. 
has five, with two under construction, and Rock 
Island, Ill., three. 

So rapid was the growth of motion picture 
houses in Moline that it was necessary for the 
city council to pass a ruling limiting the pic- 
ture hous’s. Three new houses were opened up 
in the business district, all being within one 
hundred feet. 

Charles Berkell, manager of the American 
Theatre, Davenport, lowa, opened his new pic- 
ture house, the Palm, located at 428 Brady 
street, January 21. Mr. Berkell’s house is 
modern and up-to-date in all respects, has a 
seating capacity of three hundred. and a large 
and brilliantly ornamented and lighted Oriental 
front. John Philliber has been placed in per- 
sonal charge, with Mrs. Philliber musical di- 
rectress. 

Two of the Tri-Cities’ former vaudeville play- 
houses are now running pictures. The Family 
Theatres in Rock Island and Davenport: the 
Barrymore at Moline, playing K. and E. at- 
tractions, also runs pictures on all open dates. 


(incinnati is one of the first cities to take 
up moving pictures. Along in the spring of 
1905, Ed. FP. Bernardi and Messrs, Tom and 
James Reilly, came from Pittsburg to Cincin- 
nati and opened the Scenic Theatre on West 
Fifth street, In those days one reel of film 
each week was sufficient to draw crowded 
houses from early morning until late at night. 
Instead of a plano or orchestra the Scenic usd 
phonographs and an electric piano. Following 
the .cenic several small picture houses were 
opened but not until the pioneer film man. Sig. 
Lubin, opened his magnificent picture house on 
Fifth street, was any attempt made at elaborate

As in other cities, moving picture che- 
in Cincinnati have evolved from small 
store rooms to magnificent structures. Several 


|of the houses enumerated above were construct- 


|ed at an expense exceeding $50,000. The Lubin, 
Colonial, Bijou, Sun, and Gayety run first re- 
lease Patents Company pictures, while the Al- 
hambra is the only important theatre exclusively 
devoted te moving pictures showing independent 
films. Under the management of Mr. Bernardi, 
the Colonial Theatre has been a very successful 
house and this also can be said of the Lubin, 
now being managed by Louis Jacobs. Since 
Mr. Jacobs hax assumed ciarge of this theatre 
a number of improvements have been installed 
and the house in every respect is modern and 
up-to-date. McMahan and Jackson, managers of 
the Alhambra and Orpheum Theatres. are plon- 
eers in the Independent ranks. These two en- 
terprising showmen have established an excel- 
lent > oneness at the several houses under their 
control. 


Cincinnati has five or six vaudeville houses 
using motion pictures in connection with their 
vaudeville acts. From a standpoint of attend- 
ance the moving picture theatres in Cincinnati 
know no masters, It is pot an infrequept 
spectacle to see a crowd of people waiting to 
get into the various houses, This is especially 
true of the theatres located on Fifth street. 


MOVING PICTURES IN AUSTRALIA

The great hold the Photoplay has got on the 
Australians is abmost inconceivable, and there 
are shows in the suburbs that are playing 
nightly to the utmost capacity that their grounds 
will hold, and never in all my visits to them 
bave I ever seen their seats even partially emp- 
ty, but have seen the place so crowded that 
you absolutely could not get another one ip 
the grounds, and the sign, ‘‘House Full.”’ all 
over the place. This nightly applies to the 
Victoria Pictures, Merrickville; Waddington’s 
Pictures at Petersham, and also at North Syd- 
ney; Drummond’s Pictures at Dulwich Hill; the 
Marlboro Pictures at Leichardt, and a score 
of others that I could name. These four shows 
that I have named give entertainments fit for 
any one, and are nightly rewarded with a ‘*Bos- 
ter House.’ as they say in this part of the 
world. Each mentioned seats over 2,500. 

At the Glaciarium, West's Pictures continue 
to please the public, and to draw to their en- 
tertainments their full quota of the picture- 
loving public, while De Groen's Vice-Regal 
Rand discourses sweet and popular music for 
the vast masses that attend these entertain- 
ments. They are also the owners of the BI- 
jou, next door, and they do their share of 
what is coming that way. The King’s Theatre 
a few doors further up the street, continues well 
patronized. and they have started it on the 
same lines as the Colonial, and run continuous 
shows from 11 A. M to 11 P. o 

The J. D. Williams Greater Amusement Com- 
pany, Limited, have also no cause to com- 
plain, only in the matter of the size of the 
theatre, for if the theatre were twice the 
size, they would fill it to overflowing dally. 
Their new theatre, the Colonial No. 2, Is rap- 
idly going skyward, and soon we will see the 
doors of this new theatre open to the Sydney 
amusement lovers of the Photoplay. 

Mr. Baker. from San Francisco. has bought 
out the Queen's Hall Globe Pictures. and bas 
made « lot of extensive alterations in the seat- 
ing arrangements, etc. He says that he has 
no cause to complain of the patronage that is 
afforded him. The same remarks will also ap- 
ply to the Victoria Hall Pictures, on Pitt 
Street. The Empire Theatre. on Oxford street, 
is also doing a good business, and has recently 
changed hands, I am giad to say. for the bet- 
ter. Mr. A. R. Shepherd now owns this place 
of Photoplays. The Areadia and  Thiele’s 
Star Pictures are both having their share of 
patronage and are doing good. steady business 
nightly. Both are open-air shows, the latter 
seating over 6,000 people. 

Spencer’s Lyceum Hall is also doing good 
business, and Mr. Spencer’s new Lyric Theatre 
will soon be out of the builder's hands and 
ready for occupancy. I have not yet seen Mr. 


Spencer since he returned from the States to 
speak to him, neither have I seen or heard 
of that new and extensive theatre and studio 
for the making of Photoplays that he spoke 30 
loud of to the American papers when he was In 
the United States. He may have built it for 
all that I know, but I guess that there was a 
good bit of “hot air’’ in the prospectus. The 
Photoplay has come to stay. and from all re- 
ports, from all over the States and New Zeal- 


and they are doing well and most of them 
making a fair return for the moneys invested. 
Personally I am of the opinion that many of 
them will go to the wall, and that it will be 
a eurvival of the fittest. This class of amuse- 
ment is like all others: money talks. and in no 
uncertain manner.

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Motion Pictures in England 


When about two years ago I was writing you 
@ suryey of the moving picture business in 
ion, as it then was, none of us here ever 
thought for one instant that it would ever 
enter on its present dimensions, and in any 
Case, not for ten years at least. 

In those days, which now seem so far off, 
almost the only electric theatres we possessed 
Were converted old shops. The inside fittings 
were of the most meagre and shabby order; the 
Gims used would not be looked at to-day either 
from the point of view of quality or interest. 
And at best it was a haphazard, go-as-you- 
please kind of business. 

And yet those pioneers made money. Made 
it faster than the great majority of electric 
theatre proprietors can make it to-day. And 
to their efforts we owe the present conditions 
in London. For, it may well be said, the past 
year has seen a revolution in the moving pic- 
ture business. 

To-day it is im ble to atir out into an 
important street in mdon without coming across 
at least one big, well-appointed electric thea- 
tre. Take a short walk from MNolburn to the 
Marble Arch, and you will pass five or six of 

, all huge, handsome buildings, which have 
cost $50,000 to set going. Walk down the 
Strand, and much the same thing is visible. 
Around Leicester Square and Piccadilly Circus 
they abound. And the end is not yet. 

If you go down among that ring of great 
town known as the suburbs of London, you find 
the same thing. The prices here may be a 
trife lower, the fittings just a shade less elab- 
@rate, but the show will be equally good as that 
fm the theatre ‘“‘up West.”’ Moreover, the 
competition down here is almost keener. 

Several factors have been at work to produce 
@ revolution of this kind. The first and most 
important, of course, has been the establish 
ment of the wealthy companies, who have spent 
their large capital in giving the public the best 
that could be found. Then the extraordinary 
Gevelopment in the importation of American 
and French films, followed by the consequent 
extension in the English manufacture, gave a 
breadth and variety to the business that had 
not previously been dreamt of. And then came 
the great invention of the kinemacolor process, 
which once again changed the entire character 
ef the shows given. An English invention, it 
of course got its first great run in this country. 
and no theatre worth the name could exist 
Without the colored films at the present day. 

But these causes, apart from bringing the 
business up to its present high standard, have 
bed other results on the industry. In the first 
place, they have practically put the small man 
out of business. The individual who would tem- 
porarily hire a shop, get in some cheap films, 
and for a time rake in quite a little harvest, is 
Bo more. The big organizations have killed him. 
They have snapped up all the best «ites, out- 
Didding him every time, and where they have 
mot actually bought, they have secured options. 
They have built palaces fitted up just like a 


London club. They even give afternoon tea to) 


their patrons. They have good music and the 
best films, long before the little man can get 


a sight of them. From the outside they present | 


a sight of illumination which cannot fail to 
attract the passerby, and the natural effect has 
been that the poor man, almost devoid of capi- 
tal, has been deserted by his old patrons, and 


has been glad very often to go out of business!

It is all a matter of it being increasingly 
hard to pay dividends on large capital. In the 
old days, very little money was needed to start 
a show. But now the first essential is to erect 
large buildings, costing anything from ten or 
fifteen thousand dollars up to one hundred and 
Ofty thousand. Smoking lounges, tea rooms, 
palm gardens, all fitted up in the most luxuri- 
ous fashion possible, have become a necessity. 
Taking the average of all the new theatres in 
London, it can be said that fifty thousand dollars 
ig quite a low average of the amount to be laid 
out before anyone thinks of starting business. 

And again, expenses are increasing. An in- 
@ividual theatre costs at least $250 to $300 a 
week to run. Film service (two changes weekly) 
including a fair amount of ‘“‘first release’’ stuff, 
will cost about $60 to $65. Singing pictures, 
with hire of synchronizer, will cost another $12; 
local taxes wil! probably run in nearly $5 a 
week, electric light, outside flame lamps, strings 
of fairy lamps, flashing sky sign, the cinem 
are and tnside lights will cost anything from 
$15 to $25 a week; the staff. consisting of man 
ager, operator, assistant operator, program girls, 
cashier, attendants, bill-man, effects-man, will! 
cost at least $60 a week; printing can be kept 
down to about $10; and small expenses will run 
into another $15 or $20 a week. In addition 
to this then, one has toe take into account all 
the interest that has to be paid on the original 
capital. 

On the other side of the ledger, of course. 
everything largely depends on the “pitch.” If 
he is in a good neighborhood and has got a 
first-rate pitch into the bargain, then he charges 
sixpence and a shilling for seats. In the 
poorer places the charge seldom runs above 
three-pence—six cents—and the majority of 
seats cost only two cents. And when the work- 
ing expenses are fifty pounds a week, it takes 
a good many pennies to make up this amount. 
But if a theatre is well situated from every 
point of view, it is quite possible that with 
fourteen hours a day of hard work on the part 
of all concerned, a profit of $50 or $100 a week 
But on the other hand, if as I have suggested, 
if this theatre has not got a big capital behind It 
en a loss of say $150 a week for a few weeks

thing that tells against the poor theatre more 
than anything else is, that it can not afford to 
economize—that would be fatal. So as often as 
not a few bad weeks, or the arrival of a new 
and better show will put a theatre, regarded as 


well established, right out of business. 


Then again other causes are at work which 
tend to try all but the strongest. In the first 
place, the price of firms is rising all around. 
Even films which are only two months old, now 
cost $10 per 1,000 feet, whereas they formerly 
only cost $6 per thousand. First-run films often 
cost as much as $28 for a thousand feet. With 
most theatres consuming about 4,000 feet a night, 
the extra expense is bearing very heavily on 
the weaker houses. They are being driven to 
using only the older and cheaper films, while 
they see their richer rivals gaining all their 
old patrons with the new and expensive films 


which they are able to show. 


The Cinematograph Act has also been rigor- 
ously put into force, and has hurt all the thea- 
tres with the exception of those constructed 
since it came into force. Very few theatres met 


its requirements In the direction of exits, fire

. Apart from the Coronation, there will be the 
great Festival of Empire, a unique horse show, 
a grand military tournament, and exhibitions 
and festivals all over the country. Never be- 
fore has there been a chance of getting so many 
fine topical films to hand. If there is not a 
boom in the business, there ought to be. 

During the year many changes in the business 
are expected. From January 1, the Kineo Com- 
pany will entirely dispense with release dates, 
as they consider they have proved one of the 
most serious drawbacks to the publication of 
films, and their example is likely to be fol- 
lowed by nearly all the other film-hiring firms 
here. Moreover, it is expected that most of 
the big companies here will arrange for the es 
tablishment of their own film-hiring business— 
as the Biograph Theatre Company is already 
doing—and this will largely make them inde- 
pendent of others for their programs. 

An interesting suggestion for the foundation 
of a Kinematograph Picture Plot Agency has 
just been made, and if it comes into being, 
would probably be successful. The idea is that 
everywhere, at present, there is a certain dearth 
of originality in picture plots and stories. At the 
same time it is thought that there may be hun 
dreds of peopre with bright ideas who cannot 
make use of them because they are ignorant of 


| the right people to approach. The organization 


would follow the line of the ordinary Literary or 
Dramatic Agency. It would give the people 
with fertile imagination a chance and at the 
same time improve the quality of film output 
immensely. 

It is also suggested that the agency 
might further act as an employment bureau for 
the trade; have a department to deal with suit 
able sites for temporary and permanent shows: 
and also keep a “‘black list’’ of the ewindlers 
who increase in number weekly—this last item 
would be of great advantage to many American 
and Continental firms. 

To sum up. The picture theatre has, to « 
very large extent, completely altered the life 


| of the people of London by giving them a new 
|} amusement and a new place of resort. It hae 
|}now come right Into its own. Nothing in the 
| future should stand In ites way. All that now 


remains to be done is to keep on improving it. 
Useless luxury is of no avail, but the people 
in the cheap seats will have to be regarded 
equally with those in the best. The best filme 
will be required, the best accessories and the 


| best operators. More and more thought wil) 
| have to be given to the selection and balancing 
|of the program—such careless practices as now 
|exist of having a program outside, printed in 


a foreign language, will have to be dropped. 
The music must be improved, and more and 


| more attention given to a pleasing and attrac 


tive exterior. Prices must be kept as low as 
possible—it is no use having a host of expen- 


| sive seats usually empty, as is the case with 


one or twe places In London. Finally, the own 
ers must try and get outside expert criticism 
on the shows they are giving—they themselves 


|} are probably the most handicapped judges in 


the world. 

When these points are put right, then a era 
of greater prosperity than ever lies before the 
picture theatre, and it will remain as just an 
important institution in the social life of Eng- 
land as elther the music halls or the theatres

| found M. Prevost at the Paris house in the 
Rue Richelieu. They have two city offices, the 
ether being just across the street from the 
Opera-Comique in Rue Favart. This latter is 
the general exhibition and salesroom, M. Pre- 


vost was up to his eyebrows In letters, bearing | 


postmarks from every country in the civilized 
world and some countries which are not civil- 
ized. 


“What does the public seems to like best and | 


want most in the motion picture show?" I asked 
him, point blank, He hesitated a second before 
he replied, as if revolving the question in bis 
mind. 

“What the people want,’’ be answered slow- 
ly, “are life-like pictures in their natural col- 
ors.”* 

Pathe-Freres has already put out some very 
pretty ones,” I said. ‘“‘Art pictures, you call 
them sometimes."’ 

‘Yes, be sald, “but we expect to make @ 
great many more. We now take the pictures 
in the ordinary way, then celor them after 
wards. We have so perfected the process that 
we obtain well nigh perfect results. We get 
exact shades and colors. But what we are bow 
trying to do, and what we soon WII1. be doling, 
is to take the pictures right frow the start in 
the colors which nature has given the objects. 

“This machine has not yet beew completed. 
We are working on it constantiy and ~soner or 
later (and I am not talking alewt the far dis- 
tant future, understand) we will bave such ao 
machine on the market. This will facilitate the 
making of the color pictures wonderfully, though. 
so far as obtaining correct color schemes ils cou 
cerned, I hardly think our present sy<tew could 
be improved upon, As I say We get the colors 
down to a nicety. We take especial pains that 
this should be so. 

“When we send a man out fer pictures, be 
has instructions to furnish us with the cvlors of 
trees, flowers, houses and so on, dewu to the 
most minute details which are to make up the 
completed film. When it is poxsible be seads 
us a water-color picture of the countryside, or 
some of the more delicately colons postcards 
which now abound almost everywhere. Amt 
from these color schemes we are enabled ty 
make our films quite exact by a chemical proces» 
of which we are the inventors. Asyone who bas 
seen one of our pictures knows how really gual 
ami life-like they are. 

“Yes, the fact is, the people want color pic 
tures."’ 

“How about your metion pictures of microbe 
life?’ I asked. “I had talked with a physician 
who had seen an exhibition of this sort at 
the institute of France and he was utterly car- 
ried away as well as teetotally dumfounded by 
the wonder of it all."’ 

“That was funny,"’ M. Prevost smiled. ‘‘We 
experimented for some time on the scheme of 
taking microbes on a film and finally succeeded 
beyond our fondest hopes, We got most excel- 
tent results We mentioned the fact to the 
French Academy of Sciences and suggested that 
they allow us to show them some interesting 
pictures of germ life. 

“At first they didn’t seem inclined even to 
look at the work. Later they agreed to let us 
have a few minutes, 20 minutes at the outside, 
to show them what we had. The academicians 
were plainly and openly sceptical. The thing 
fooked to them like an impossibility, or at best 
a poor exhibition which should result in noth- 
‘ng more than an advertisement for Pathe- 
Freres. So, with the 20 minutes limit put on 
the See he was to have, the operator started 
0 work, 

At first the scientists were surprised. Then 
they began to sit up and notice things. Pres- 
ently to a man they were absolutely absorbed 
‘in the motion pictures of microbes which we 
showed them. After a time the operator 
stopped. He had used up his 20 minutes. The 
“Clentists wouldn't hear to his quitting at this 
Juncture ner would they at the end of the sec- 
ond 20 minutes. He worked away for just 
one hour and a half, until he had wound of 
every film he had-on the subject and etill the 
academy was willing to see more. 

“We have exhibited these microbe pictures 
'n several public places sinee and they have 
always been a success, The public seemed in- 
terested in the germ creatures even though they 
Koew nothing at all about the subject in a 

entific way. I predict that doctors in the 
future will make considerable use of such films 
‘n the study of the various diseases.’

makers. 
“How's that?’’ I demanded. 


“What we want is a motion picture machine 
that can hear,”’ he repeated. ‘For what the 


‘‘How are you going to do that?’ I demanded. 
“There is a limit to all things. When the mo- 
tion picture goes so far, reaching its 
will not the crowds begin to fall off, leaving 
the motion picture machine in the same stakes 
as the magic lantern?’’ 

“Your question is timely,’’ M. Boissier re- 
plied, ‘‘and I believe I can answer it. We will 
keep pace with our public by catering to their 
wants in the first place and by giving them 
new things to see.

| success. Some have been good, some indifferent,

“Not too radical, What changes we have 
will come gradually.

“Ah,"’ murmured M. Boissier, ‘‘now yeu have 
struck one of the very things we have been 
talking about; something new which will help 
us to keep pace with our audiences. Like the 
Jeffries-Johnson fight pictures, which were them- 
selves the tinest example of ‘news picture’ films 
made of any interesting event will never lose 
interest with the public. Suppose we are enabled, 
for instance, to get excellent pictures of a 
thrilling shipwreck. We rush the development 
through and while the papers are still smearing 
black ink over the ‘story,’ we exhibit the mo- 
tion pictures of it.

Anc while I am 
talking on the subject, I might add that these 
live news motion picture features are going to 
be developed to a very high state of efficiency. 

“At the present time we are putting the 


| finishing touches on a motion picture talking ma- 


chine which goes by clock work. It can 

set like an alarm‘ clock and will go off when 
desired. The length of film to be ex can 
be regulated and when the end of the film is 
reached the machine stops automatically. This 


|' machine we will use in many ways, but almost 


exclusively for obtaining these very ‘news pic- 
tures’ you were talking about. 


“For example, there is a battle. Our opera- 
tors will select a favorable place and, with our 
system of box-kites, one of these automatic ma- 
chines will be timed and sent aloft. With the 
military, man-lifting sort of kites, perfect sta- 
bility is acquired, and even in a high wind,» they 
remain almost motionless. Wonderful pictures 
could be obtained in this way. Splendid wild 
animal pictures could be had easily by a trigger 
system used in connection with this automatic 
machine for which there are many other uses 
as well. I regard this machine as the biggest 
cinematograph improvement of the year.

| There is a French engineer in Paris, who, te

name is Gabriel Kaiser. He has invented a 
| machine by which pictures in relief are thrown 
hooee the canvas. I went to see him. Said he: 
| “The motion picture of the future will be the 
picture in relief. It will be in color too, per- 
| haps, but above all, it must be in relief. The 
| difference is at once manifest. As it is now, 
| the pictures are thrown on the canvas, one 
| image being imposed right on top of others, 
| They are good pictures, but one can readily see 
| that if each objective stood out boldly, by it- 
self, so you could SEE space behind it, space 
| in front of it and space by the side of it, that 
j it would be much better. It would be better 
| just as seeing the real thing is more satisfying 
| than seeing a photograph of it. 
| “The principle is exactly the same as that 
| 
|

| which the old-fashioned double-lensed affairs 
operate on. There you have double photographs 
which merge into one when viewed through the 


lenses. The cinematograph in relief makes use 
|of this same general idea. Most people have 
looked at waterfall pictures, for example, 


through double lenses arranged in this manner. 
How each drop of water stands in the air all 
- a Imagine cinematograph pictures like 
that!’’ 

Once perfected, such a machine seems to 
promise wonderful things. I am sorry I got to 
M. Kaiser so late for he tells me that one of 
his machines is in actual operation in the 
Avenue de la Grande Armee, at the Cinerama 
Theatre. I have not seen this thing working, 
therefore I cannot go into details as to just how 
much of a success it really is. This 1 shall 
do later, however, and let Billboard readers 
know the result. 


FEW THEATRES HBERE. 


Really the thing which impresses me most 
here, in connection with the picture game, is the 
tremendously small number of theatres devoted 
to them. There are more picture theatres in 
Cincinnati, St. Louis, San Francisco, Cleveland, 
and other similar American towns much smaller 
than Paris, than are to be found here. 

Another surprise, considering the fact that 
the picture business was ‘‘born’’ in France, 
comes to me in seeing the SORT of theatre the 
picture theatre here is. On the other side of the 
big puddle, motion picture theatres are really 
palatial. They are big, artistic, well ventilated, 
comfortable, and all that. Here they are shabby- 
looking as a rule—though there are a few half- 
way decent appearing houses—are not ventilated 
at all, or very little, are most uncomfortable 


and costly. 

Costly is the word! Above and beyond all, 
they are costly. The American picture house 
charges a nickel. Sometimes it is a dime. Rare- 
ly, if ever, it goes beyond that price. It never 
does, so far as I am aware unless there is @ 
regular vaudeville bill in connection with the 


pictures. Here the prices run from 10 cents (in 
Tare instances) to special performances where 
|$2.00 is charged. The average prices rest 


between these and are 20 cents for stand 
room (they call it ‘‘admission to the promenade’ 
here), 40 cents for rear seats and 60 cents for 
the better ones. In addition to these prices 
the ‘“‘poor tax’’ must be paid which amounts to 
10 per cent. of the price of the ticket. Also 
| one must pay for his program, averaging about 
4 cents; he should tip the girl who ushers him 
|} to his seat and pay her for the program, ia 
| case it is she who is selling it. Total 10 centa, 
| It may be seen that going to a motion picture 
| show in Paris is not always a ‘‘popular priced” 
| amusement. 

| The bills, however, are usually long, though 
I am not sure that they are very much longer 
than those in the better class houses in America, 
The pictures, of course, are not a whit better, 
|}imasmuch as America gets the same films over 
| there as we have here. The fact that the thea- 
| tres flourish as they do, bears out M.. Boissier’s 
| statement that as long as the picture people give 
| the public what they want they'll succeed. A 
good illustration of his idea is also to be found 
in the fact that the Jeffries-Johnson fight pic- 
tures packed at every performance and charged 
for 50 cents, for ‘‘admission to the promenade,’ 
to $2 for a good seat. 


FORECAST. 


Summing up the situation here, after a care- 
ful and long-drawn-out look over the field, I 
ought to be not very far off in saying that ‘‘Art 

ms,’’ or exquisitely colored pictures, will 
come more and more into use as the year of 
1911 rolls by. 

so that the news events of the day, taken 
quickly, developed quickly, and quickly placed 
on exhibition, will see a marked stride forward. 
This feature, naturally would come more and 
more to the front as picture makers seatter out 
more, That is, so long as the only film makers 
existed in New York, it would take Chicago, 
for example, some little time to get a ‘‘news’’ 
picture. As a matter of fact, the' news would 
cease to be news before it got around. With 
picture makers in all the big cities, rapidity 
of service will make itself noticeable. 

In this connection I am certain that soon 
some up-to-date newspaper will inaugurate a 
motion picture theatre in connection with its 
news printing. A great fire would occur in 
the morning; in the afternoon the newspaper's 
| **news’’ theatre would show the progress of the 
fire. Blection scenes, railway wrecks, trials 
j}of famous people, the arrival of notable per- 
}sons from abroad, in short, anything thrilling 
|enough for a news story would be thrillin 
|}enough for pictures providing they were secur 
and put on exhibition quickly enough. 

The perfected talking cinematograph, as the 
| {mventors call it, likewise seems to promise well 
and will probably be among the “‘taking’’ ar- 
ticles on the American market during the year.

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Motion Pictures in Germany

It is a well known fact that Germany is the ; 


eountry of everlasting perfection and improve- 
@ment and diffusion in the field of inventions. 
If the motion picture industry has here some 
what lingered at its start, and has mostly re 
ed on French, Italian, American and English 
@ims, Germany is now making up for the lost 
time. Indeed, not less than half a dozen of 
t motion piecture corporations—the most 
rtant of which are the Vitascope, Eclipse, 
the Deutsche Mutoscope and Biograph Ge- 
sellechaft—are today competing 
great foreign trust. They have formed a na 
tional organization, and at fixed periods, they 
decide in common, what the prices of the films 
are to be. To give an idea of what these 
wices are, hereafter is the tariff for German 
ims, in vigor till October, 1911—For the first 
week, 20 pfg. (about 5 cents) a meter; second 
week, 21 pfg. a meter; third week, 18 pfg. a 
meter; fourth week, 15 pfg. a meter; fifth 
week, 13 pfg. a meter; sixth week, 11 pfg. a 
meter; seventh week, 9 pfg. a meter; eighth 
week, 7 pfg. a meter; ninth week, 6 pfg. a me- 
ter, and the following weeks, 5 pfg. a meter. 
In Germany, everything and everybody is 
organized.

The 
Kronprinz is especially kind to the film mak- 
ers. He goes so far as to make appointments 
with them and parades with undisguised pleas- 
are before the camera. To please everybody, 
and in Germany it is as bard as anywhere else. 
the film makers must have besides the Kaiser's 
films, Bible scenes, voyage scenes, etc., for 
dividends must be paid at the end of the year. 

The financial success of these film makers 
is however without precedent. 
frms, launched with ai capital 
marks bas, in the short space of a year, more 
than doubled its capital. 

The cinematograph has become in Germany 
the popular as well as the society pastime. 
While the theatres where drama or classical 

ays are given are losing ground every day, 

cinematograph theatre, the nickel ones as 
well as the fashionable ones, such as the 
Liehtspiel Theatre on Nollendorf Plats, and 
the Union Theatre on Unter den Linden divide 
the public favor. The VU. T., a company which 
owms the greatest amount of cinematograph 
theatres in Germany, is a company organized 
om American basis with also American capital. 
Im Berlin alone it has the three best kinema- 
thestres. 


Bince the inauguration, this fall, of the 
Lichtepiel Theatre, at which opening the Kron- 
eres assisted the Kinema has become a very 
‘ashionable amusement. It is true to say that 
the theatres have done all in their power to 
deserve the fashionable people’s favor. They 
are fitted with all the modern improvements 
for comfort and recreation. They have the very 
best orchestras, hidden—a ita Bayreuth—under 
the stage. Smoking is allowed, and through 
@ practical ventilation, this does not offer 
any inconvenience for the ladies. Drinks, if 
Gesired, are also brought to the public.

& premiere in a Paris theatre, the tollettes are 
many and of the best taste. The tickets for 
the Lichtspiel cost from 10 cents to 75 cents.

Not very long ago a French moving picture 
company produced a playlet bearing the title 
Making Moving Pictures, which purported to 
depict the every-day experiences of the new 
type of the modern thespian, the moving picture 
actor. The picture presented the actor made up 
as a highwayman and assigned by the stage 
Manager to rob a pretty girl on a street— 
a real Paris street. Just as the ‘‘footpad’’ 
stepped before the girl with the property re- 
volver leveled, a pair of unenlightened Parisian 

rers were seen to happen along and to 
mmel unmercifully the stage villain whose 
nocent intentions had deceived them. 

Four days after this film was released in the 
United States, two moving picture actors who 
were holding up a property automobile in a 
patch of Long Island, N. woods, were set 
upon by a party of well-meaning Long Island 
railroad laborers, and beaten so badly that 
they had to be removed to the Queens County 
Hospital, where the life of one was despaired 
of for a time. In both the French comic pic- 
ture and the authentic Long Island incident, the 
“‘rescuing’’ laborers did not happen to notice 
the nearby camera man, the sight of whose 
busy machine might have caused them to pause

Therefore, the lot of the picture actor is 
not altogether an agreeable one. Even the 
gg A ep to the stage player—of be- 
ng able to sit as spectator at a play in 
which one’s self appears, does not totally recom- 
pense the picture actor for the hard knocks 
that he is ever receiving and the dangerous 
risks that he is ever running while following 
his peculiar profession. For peculiar it cer- 
tainly is. It makes but a single, strange de- 
mand upon its devotee. First and last, it re- 
quires him to ‘‘be real.’’ That is its keynote— 
“Be real!’’ The actor must show a willing- 
ness to ‘‘be real’’ at the risk of life and limb 
every time that he is called upon—he must 
“*be real’’ where it is human to be unreal, and 
that as often a day as the plot of the pic- 
ture depends. 


The average plot will call for the per- 
formance of at least one superhuman feat by 
the picture actor. Superhuman is the only 
proper term. Even an uneventful “‘run” is a 
superhuman task for a man accustomed to 
short Rialto strolls. To escdpe the rigors of 
a ‘‘chase’’ play many a stout performer has sig- 
nifed a willingness to act the part of the 


masher and human pillow in some such comedy 
as ‘‘Mr. Masher Receives His,"’ or as the gen- 
tleman, who, bitten by a dog. prances through 
the twelve scenes of “Mr. Brown Gets Hydro- 
phobia,” on his hands and knees. 

Then there are the assignments called for by 
leap-for-life scenes. An hour in any nickelo- 
deon will convince one that there are always 
enough of these to go around, Even the 
actresses must risk physical hurt for the good 
of the cause, for the angry wife with the 
horsewhip, whose husband's affections were di- 
verted to his stenographer, is not the only char- 
acter to be portrayed—there is also the stenog- 
rapher. 

Up to the present time the picture actor has 
been very fortunate in the matter of acct- 
dents. Still some serious injuries, and even 
deaths, have followed in the wake of the de- 
mand for ‘‘feats’’ in the pictures. The latest 
fatality of record occurred in a Western state 
early this year, when an actor ‘‘doing’’ a hero 
turn, was bound to a railway track and the 
engine that was to steam up to him—steamed 
ast him. While in point of realism, the kill- 
ng was a ey plece of work, the director 
overseeing the job was considerate enough to or- 
der a new and less accurate picture made, 


With the universal adoption of the automobile 
in outdoor plays, the actor who is a clever 
chauffeur possesses a substantial advantage over 
bis fellows. The picture actor or actress whe 
can not at least ride or drive a horse is, witb 
the player who can not swim, a rarity among 
picture performers. An equal rarity within e 
| short time, it is predicted. will be the unath- 
| letic actor, if the demand for feats in pictures 
; continues to increase. A bare couple of moving 
| pleture companies are producing plays that 
| demand only purely theatrical ability of the 
actors, and even these companies turn out from 
time to time a play which tests their per 
formers’ powers of physical endurance. 

However, the producers are making a anirited 
attempt to reform, and are calling a halt op 
the moving picture dramatist, who, with the 
public, is the root of the “feat” evil.

THE RELATION OF VAUDEVILLE 
TO THE MOVING PICTURE 
BUSINESS. 


The first decade of the twentieth century 
bas passed into history with a remarkable 
tecord of achievement im every line of human 
endeavor. A large part of this chronicle of 
Progress must be accorded to the motion picture 
entertainment and its displacement of time- 
bonored forms of amusement. 

It is In the short span of the past ten years 
that the moving picture device has been de 
veloped from a mere toy, and raised to a com 
manding position as a means of Instruction and 
entertainment. Ite as a factor in the 
world of amusement has been one of the most 
spectacular events of this period. 

The vaudeville manager of 1900 little realized 
that his presentation ef motion films as a fea- 
tare of his program, was the opening wedge in 
the development among his patrons of a taste 
for a rival branch of entertainment. Just as 
vaudeville before it, had found a foothold with 

amusement-seeking masses during a period 

eof popular retrenchment and economizing so 

too. did the motion picture industry find its 

feason for being in offering popular diversion 

at lessened price. Garnering the hitherto de 

ised nickele and dimes, the industry flourished 
Iike the proverbial green bay tree.

Upon the whole the coming of the moving 
picture house has had a salutary effect upon 
the deserving show business in general. It 
has developed a new class of patrons for vaude- 
ville, who hitkerto have from scruples or un 
familiarity held aloof from the theatre. To 
drop into the neighborhood picture house a 
dozen consecutive times, fixes the habit on th: 
most conventional and unprogressive. It is an 
easy transition to the ‘“‘small time’ theatre, 
and thence to vaudeville, and the legitimate. 
Thus, it readily will be seen, the moving pic 
ture house instead of being a detriment to the 
show business, ts one of the greatest and most 
assisting factors in its development. It ts 
educating the masses up to a higher apprecia- 
tion of the value of theatrical amusement as 
an ameliorater of the burdens of life. 


MARCUS LOEW. 


EDITOR'S NOTE ON MARCUS LOEW. 


Probably the most conspicuous figure in the 
moving picture-vaudeville situation to-day, ts 
Marcus Loew, the “‘small-time’’ vaudeville mag- 


» and the more fre- | nate of New York City. 


Born in New York City some forty years ago, 
Mr. Loew is essentially a product of the metrop- 
olis, alt bh his interests bestride the conti- 
nent. He is a typical self-made man, having 
left the public school at the tender age of nine 
to enter the great school of business experience. 
For awhile he was a newsboy, and at eleven 
was a partner in a small printing shop hust- 
ling for business. Later, he entered the em- 
ployment of a fur company and worked in that 
business until nineteen, when he started in the 
fur business for himself. An unfortunate ser- 
les of events led to the failure of this enter- 
prise, but Mr. Loew was undeterred by adverse 
fortune, and taking a position on the road, had 
soon paid every dollar of his debts. 


His business integrity won him many friends, 
and he soon had the satisfaction of being the 
junior member of the firm of Baehr and Loew, 
now known as Herman Baehr and Company. 

Seeing the possibilities of the penny arcade, 
he sold his Interests and invested his money 
In that form of amusement. Keenly alive to the 
trend of the times, he soon turned to moving 
pictures as offering him a greater field for his 
enterprise. 

This was In 1906, and his first show was 
opened in a 28-foot arcade in Cincinnati. It 
Was on the second floor, and unprovided with 
feats, yet despite this, 
4.993 people at 5 cents each the first day. This 
showing encouraged Mr. Loew to secure the en- 
tire second floor and put in 315 seats, and the 
place played to 14,000 admissions ($700) the 
first Sunday.

only branch of amusement which is not graded. 
One can see ten-cent vaudeville and two-dollar 
vaudeville. You can attend a ten, twenty and 
thirty play, or you can be entertained by stars. 
You can even see a cheap circus or the greatest 
show on earth. In the moving picture field, 
how-ver, the programs are all the same. A 
Man can construct a $100,000 theatre and he 
must show in it the same program that his 
store show competitor gives. 

The effect is depressing. The manufacturer 
expending large amounts for spectacular pro- 
ductions gets the same price—ten cents a foot— 
as his competitor in the same combination witb 
himself who barely gets by. The good manu 
facturer really carries the poor one along. There 
is hardly a doubt that this will be remedied in 
the future, and that the owners of large thea- 
tres who are anxious and willing to pay @ 
higher price for a superior film, which wilh 
enable them to charge a greater admission, will 
be accommodated. 


Supposing a theatre is giving a _ tlree-reel 
show. It may happen that the three films may 
be fairly good, but the chances are that only one 
reel out of the three will be a feature. Would 
not that theatre be better off if it had a three 


reel show from the manufacturer who turns 


out the good subjects? 


Some talk has been agitated about a third 
combination. On a basis of quality, this is no 
doubt perfectly feasible. At the present time 
the exhibitor has a choice of program of twenty- 
four reels ~ week from two entirely different 
factions. ‘o compete with these two factions 
one would naturally be compelled to present 
an equal program. Assuming that six reels of 
foreign film could be imported (and this as 
sumption is incorrect, as it has been demon 
strated that outside the Patents Company and 
Sales Company, the foreign film is of mediocre 
quality) there would still remain eighteen reels 
to be manufactured. Six plants with an output 
of three reels would cost at least a half mil- 
lion and then it would be a negative proposition 
whether the product itself would compare fav- 
orably with that already in the field. 

It would seem more practicable that a third 
factor should spring up which would produce 
nothing but three reel plays, as it would have 
no competition in this direction. 

It should be borne in mind that it is only 
within the past six months that the indepen- 
dents have developed strength, and it is sig- 
nificant that it took them a year and a half to 
develop quality, and as their quality of product 
increased so did their measure of success. 


It is not the intention to create the impres 
sion that moving picture manufacturers are 
starving to death. at is not the case. Many 
of them have made fortunes; but they are en- 
titled to them, for it was by indomitable pluck 
and perseverance that they placed their product 
in the foremost ranks and created a large mar- 
ket for their film. When a film manufacturer 
passes the fifty print mark his financial troubies 
are over, but it is a long, arduous climb to 
reach the goal, and within the past few years 
the competition has become so keen that the 
conditions would appall some of thos» manufac- 
turers who are considered most successful, and 
if they were not firmly established they would 
not to-day enter the field. 


His first invasion of New York was through 
the house at 125th street and Lenox avenue, 
which with 160 seats played to 8,000 people 
the first Sunday. The other Boroughs of Great- 
er New York were entered one by one, and the 
acquisition of the old Cozy Corner in Brooklyn 
hrought $60,000 to the Loew coffers in the 
first year. 

The principal houses in the Loew Circuit at 
present are the Bijou, Academy of Music and 
Savoy in Fall River, Mass.; Opera House, Low- 
ell, Mass.; Opera House, Lawrence, Mass.; Sa- 
lem Theatre, Salem, Mass.; Jefferson Theatre, 
Portland, Me., and Opera House, Bangor, Me.; 
Opera House. Hartford: Lyceum, Elizabeth, and 
Lyric, Hoboken, N. J.; Bijou and Columbia, 
Brooklyn; Athenaeum, Williamsburg. and the 
Lincoln +—y Harlem Casino, Yorkville and 
Bronx in New York. The new Bronx Theatre 
has a seating capacity of 3,000, and the Loew 
house In Boston seats 3,800 people. 

The picture show is a side issue with Mr. 
Loew now, his houses mainly being devoted to 
vaudeville and pictures interspersed. Seven or 
eight acts are run at each performance, alter- 
nating with moving pictures. The prices charged 
are 10, 15, and 25 cents. 


M. P. MANAGERS AROUSED. 


Wilmington, Del.. Jan. 21 (Special to The 
Billboard).—During the session of the Delaware 
Legislature, at the state’s capital in Dover, 
Representative Moore, of Wilmington. gave no- 
tice that he would shortly present a bill making 
it as misdemeanor punishable by fine of $200 and 
imprisonment for the manager of any motion 
picture house in the state found guilty of sell- 
ing tickets for performances when he cannoli 
seat them. Considerable opposition has already 
manifested itself and while the managers cater 
to the trade, yet ome realizes that there are 
times when a short stand, while waiting for s 
seat is necessary.

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The Development of Cinematography 


It is a far cry from the short flickering film of five years ago to the 
lengthy, steady artistic motion picture production of the present day. 
No other business of a purely amusement nature ever developed so 
rapidly. Motion pictures might truly be said to fill a long-felt want. 
The average man thinks in pictures, and the picture play appeals to his 
sense of appreciation just as strongly as the spoken drama. The picture 
performance is comparatively short and negligibly inexpensive. It af- 
fords the busy man an opportunity to while away an hour or less of 
time while waiting for an appointment or for a brief diversion from 
business worries and exasperations. 

The motion picture manufacturers have for the most part kept up 
with the trend of improvement. The feature film of to-day costs many 
times what the best films of several years ago incurred in expense. 
Sometimes they cost considerable more than they bring in returns, but 
a feature is always a source of excellent advertising for the manufac- 


turer who can afford a temporary loss of considerable money occa- 
sionally. 


The future of the motion picture business is most sanguine. It has 
been reduced to a system that bespeaks for it a continuance of growth 
and development, not inferior in proportion to what has marked its 
progress during the past five years.

they would not now find the bulletin of advanced prices confronting 
them upon every visit to a theatre where an attraction of superior quality, 
measured by this same standard, is being put on. 

The theatre manager is not always in favor of the advance in price, 
but he is obliged to accede to the wishes of those who furnish his attrac- 
tions. He is closer to the people and is more or less susceptible to their 
arraignment for any real or fancied breach of good faith. He can not 
with impunity answer with recriminations, for it is not the nature of 
man in the abstract to have his foibles pointed out as the cause of con- 
ditions that he himself has deplored. So the manager takes the calumny, 
' grinds his teeth on the anathemas, and says nothing. 


A first-class house ought to have one scale of prices. All the attrac 
tions playing the house are presumed to be of the highest merit attain 
cable. If there is to be any deviation, it should be in the reduction of 
prices for shows that are not up to the standard established ; but as this 
would militate against all the interests involved, a uniform scale is the 
best way of averaging up the account. 


The theatre manager has long suffered by occasional boosting of 
admission prices, because he would feel lonesome taking a stand of an- 
tagonism. He is thoroughly satisfied that the patrons of his house have 
themselves helped to establish the custom, and he is willing to tacitly 
abide the results of their lack of proper discrimination. Perhaps he ts 
right. Maybe the time has not arrived for taking arms against the 
practice, which in itself, however, can not be justified by any method 
of reasoning.

. Knight of a Sorrowful Countenance has 
a 7 ae story and the Don Quichette (Don 
Quixote, we spell it) of M. Masenet, one of 
the co-direetors of the National Opera, is ban 
died with obvious reverence. Produced last week 
at the Galte-Lyrique here, we see the strange 
hero offered in a lofty and sincere spirit. 

Henri Cain made the libretto to M. Massen- 
et’s music, and, following Le Lorrain, he has 
done well by himself and the work. He shows 
us the koight-errant, the champion of the 
weak and the oppressed, pathetic and almost 
great in bis sublime madness. In the opening 
scene & guy crowd is cheering Dulcinea, a frail, 
fascinating young beauty, a kind of Celimene 
of the South. Don Quixote (or Quichotte, as you 
prefer), followed by his faithful Sancho, offers 
her a serenade, ‘The beauty refuses to listen 
to him unless he restores to ber the necklace 
stolen from her by the terrible robber, Tene- 
brua. 

Fearlessly Don Quixote departs on the peril- 
ous errand. He engages in a terrific battle 
with the windmills, then comes upon the bandit 
and bis band. In less than a minute be is bound 
hand and foot, while bis captors stand about 
laughing at and jibing him for having the temer- 
ity to attack them single handed. But they 
are forced to regard this strange man in a dif- 
ferent light, because of his boldness, and the 
leader of the band is so struck by his bravery 
that he looks upon the knight with ewe. When 
Don Quixote frees himself from bis bends and 
demands the return of the necklace, Tenebrun 
obeys the command and permits the knight to 

yart i ace. 

i ‘he exrives at the house of Dulcinea and 
hands her jewels, be asks ber to become his 
wife. She replies by laughing, thoughtlessly. 
Don Quixote makes no retort but with a wo 
man’s instinct, Dulcinea knows she has given 
him a stab to the heart. In gentler tones she 
tells him that she is not worthy of the honor. 
For all that she has given a fatal blow. 

In the final act we see Don Quixote in the 
forest. His back is against a tree, his lance, 
sword and buckier at his feet. Life is ebbing 
fast yet the knight stands to meet death, which 
will put an end to his sufferings. He utters no 
word of blame for his Dulcinea, the girl who bas 
killed him, but silently falls dead into the arms 
ef the sobbing Sancho. The moon sheds a 
ghostly ght over the scene.

To the Editor of The Billboard: 


Sydney is radiant with the influx of the 
couatry folks, down for the Christmas and 
New Year holidays. They have money to 


burn and time to enjoy themselves, for nature 
has been generous to the farmers by the copl- 
ous downpours of rain, and thus good seasons 
have been assured. Prospects for the coming 
year in all lines were never brighter, nor the 
outlook more hopeful than at the present. 

All the places of amusement in city and su- 
burbs are doing phenomenal business, and all 
the managers’ faces are clothed with smiles. 
Theatres are not going up singly, but by the 
half dozen, aud more contemplated. The Lyric. 
on George street, will not be ready to open 
as was anticipated on the 26th inst., but will 
no doubt be ready about February 1. The Adel- 
phi will be ready to open at Easter, and will 
be one of the largest and the finest of the 
The new Co- 
lonial No. 2 will be ready to open ahead of 
contract date, as the contractor has 3,000 shares 
in the company, and the company is paying 
too large dividends to let the contract for the 
new theatre lag behind; so you see, there Is 
method in his madness, as they say. 

The Orpheum Theatre has so far not broken 


_ground, but is getting its plant onto the plot 


that it is to stand on, and I guess that 
after the new year has got settled down to 
business, there will be something doing along 
their line anyway.

Letter Written to The Billboard by Edward Baker Deplor- 
ing Treatment of Billposters by Circus Owners Elicits 


Replies from Several 


“*Kings of the Brush’”’ 


ANOTHER REPLY TO BAKER. 


St. Paul, Minn, Jan. 14, 1911. 
Editor The Billboard, 
Cincinnati, O. 

Dear Sir—In a Billboard of two we ks ago, 
I noticed a writeup on mistreatment of billpost 
ers by circus owners. The article is signed by 
Edward Baker, of Auburn, Ind., and he there 
fore hes one grand excuse for writing such 
as some of the Indiana folks are queer and he, 
no doubt belongs to the queer set. In the first 
place what regular bona-fide troupe was the 
Indiana kiddo ever with? He states that two 
years ago he was with one of the prominent 
shows and was only receiving 25 cents for 
meals and lodging. Now, Mr. Baker, you 
could not have been with a regular troupe, as 
they all pay 35-50, and I can truthfully say that 
I always received 50 cents lodging ever since 
l have been on the road, and that’s some years. 
I have used 25 cent meal money lots of times, 
and in the years gone by a man could eat for 
two bits anywhere. As far as shaves, hair 
euts and baths are concerned, 1 don't believe 
that any circus owner or any general agent 
ever gave a billposter a contract in whicn it 
read anything about luxuries. 

You also stute that you have trooped four- 
teen years with circuses. I wish you would 
tell the names of a few, as there are just 146 
billposters and billers in St. Paul and Minne 
apolis that have never even heard of you. We 
also notice that in finishing your howl of un- 
cooked e that you use the T. M. A. and

Mr. Baker, did you ever see a billposter get 
his 35 cents for a meal, and then take the 
coffee and bun route? But I am sure yen 
wouldn't do that, as you perhaps dine at the 
swellest always (7) ‘Take it in all, Mr. Au 
burn, Ind., a trooper’s life is not a bed of 
roses, and I wouldn't take anything for what 1 
hav had the pleasure of seeing in the vears I 
have trooped, and I was never compelled to 
sleep on trucks or go without eating any great 
length of time. I agree with you on the hold 
back (althongh I never lost but one, and that 
was my own fault), as it ought to be cut out; 
and then, in another way, it is a good thing, 
as a man can close with something. I trust 
that you don’t feel riled over this. as we will 
no doubt meet in the future, but I hope you are 
with a regular troupe, where all luxuries are 
obtainable. This season I go with B. & B. 
Show on John Hart's brigade. Mr. Nagle, the 
general agent, informs me that each man car- 
ries a hammock and a few cooking utensils, so 
in case we are making any long jump or get 


stalled any place all we have to do is to hang | 


our hammocks on the depot or some trees near 
by, and, there you are, 5) cents to the good. 
This is only one of the new improvements that 
the regular shows have added for this season 
only. You see, it does away with using some 
traveling man’s trunks at the depot. 

Well, good-by, Mr. Baker. I am now going 
down town and get a two-bit bath, 
the general billposter’s meal—coffee and 
wich. Oh, you 50 cent bath boy!

BACKELL ANSWERS BAKER. 


Editor of The Billboard: 

Dear Sir:—I have just finished reading the 
spasm of Edward S. Baker of Auburn, Ind.. 
whe modestly admits that he is the best man 
on route work in the circus business. I hove 
never heard any one else tell of his work an 
in fact, have never heard his name mentioned 
with the big billers. 

I do not want to take up too much of your 
space to set this fellow, who has been in the 
business fourteen years, right: but he is cer 
tainly wrong when he wants wrongs adjusted 
that do not exist. I do not know what. ontfits 
he has been with nor do I know what his 
knowledge is of things as they are. He must 
be away behind the times if he has been accept- 
ing 25 cents for meals and the same amount 
for lodgings. when the agreement specifies that 
35 cents shall be given for meals and 50 cents 
for lodgings. I have always got this. for mine. 
and if he has failed to then it is hecause he 
is a dead one. He kicks on a thirty-five -mile 
route. What is he getting paid for? I have 
been sent out on routes that were 200 miles in 
distance. He objects to a route rider and 
checker un. That tells the story of the man 
who is there with his pencil and not with his 
brush. 

I am at a loss to understand what kind of a 
billposter this man is and what calibre of shows 
he has been out with. 

He tells about spending a whole night on a 
ronte with five barrels of paste and five “hods 
of paper to juggle from the cars on which he 
was riding. Every billposter in the business 
will laugh at him. Who ever heard of a bill 
poster being sent ‘ont with five cans of paste? 
Who ever heard of a billposter carrying five 
hods of paper? Who ever heard of any bunch 
of men taking all this junk on a thirty-five mile 
route? That’s comedy for winter langhs. I'll 
bet that on every railroad route that Baker had 
done he has slept on a truck and has an eight- 
sheet for a blanket. and took chances on the 
farmers feeding, so as to save his expense 
money. 

It surprises me that it has taken Baker four- 
teen years to get his alarm clock fixed so that 
it has at last gone off. If he worked fourteen 
rears ago with circuses, then he cooked paste 
besides doing rontes, and did not get the same 
money then as he does now, whatever that is. 

Fie does not like hold-backs. No tonrist ever 
did, and it is the good men that insist upon it. 
No good billposter ever has the least thing to 


- fear, and such a thing as quitting in the middle 


and also | 


of a season never enters thelr heads. Sickness 
or death may cause some good man to want to 
get back home, and if he is a good man and 
with a good show he never has the least trouble 
in getting his hold-back. Have I ever got mine 
when I had to quit on account of illness? Yes, 
and have seen others on the same car with me 
get theirs. The hold-back is included in the 
contract Just to prevent the bad ones from walk- 
ing away every time they get near another 
advance car, or when some one wants a hand to 
work in the local plant, and for which they 
get less money than they do on the road. Since 
I have been posting bills I have never got less 
than $50 per month, and have alWays put up at 
the best hotels. On railroad routes I have al- 
ways received for expenses the full amount 
agreed upon by the Alliance, and in some sec- 
tions of the country, where hotels were scarce 
and the rates high, I have been allowed more. 
I have always played fair with my expenses and 
not cheated. There is an answer in this. 

If this man Baker was voicing the sentiments 
of the circus billposters his letter would be 
valuable, but he is not. He is merely airing 
his own ignorance and this goes. If what he 
says is all true then why in the name of all 
that is good has he been signing up for four 
teen years? Funny. If all that he says is true 
tLen why do other men ask for contracts to go 
out each year? I worked up from paste-maker 
and can do my little bit on the rails with any 
of them and I like the work and like the money. 
I would like very much to be on a car with 
Baker—whoever he is—for I can imagine how 
well we would get along if he shoots off the 
same line of conversation on the car as he has 
in his letter to The Billboard. When a man re- 
ceives $50 per month on the road and puts up at 
the real hotels which the real shows contract 
he is receiving better than $100 per month. Get 
out your pencil, Baker, and see how many real 
meals you have eaten in summer that would be 
banquets to you in winter. 

When I have been in the business fourteen 
yeers I expect to have some of the better jobs 
then billposter; and it is strange that Baker, 
with all of his wisdom of things and matter, 
has not advanced. I have only been in the game 
four years, and have jumped from paste-maker 
to billposter. At this rate I will be a car man 
ager by the time Baker learns to make paste. 

The whole trouble with Baker is that he is 
trying to reform in matters that he knows noth- 
ing about. Let him get out with some real 
show that treats their men as men and gives 
them what they are entitled to. and he will 
soon learn that his fourteen years have been 
misspent dubbing around with inferior shows 
that have either refrained from 
circus agreement or failed to live up to the 
requirements. The Alliance has always pro- 
tected the billpester and many of the car man 
agers have even gone the rates a little better. 
With all due respect to the 

M. A. and the B. P. 0. E. orders I fail to 
see where a member of either order as an in 
dividual draws any cards in the game the bill 
posters play. Baker may be in right with both 
of these excellent orders, but why does he not 
give the name of his local when he signs his 
letter as he did with the initials of these or- 
ders? 

For shame, Baker: come out in the open and 
tell the name of the local billposter that got you 
to write.

Will be found in any business. 

Raker is a poor individual to flaunt in the 
public eye the sunposed troubles of a bill 
poster. He talks of a billposter being allowed 
only twenty-five cents for bed money. . Vrother 
Baker should reed his contract. He wil) find 
in his own contrdct,.and-in al! others & clause 
allowing 35 cents instead of 25 cents. 

Really, to be brief, Baker's talk and kicks 
ere mere piffe. Circus owners do not treat 
their men like dogs, do not make them sleep 
on trucks, and do not feed them on epffee 
and doughnuts. Billposters are well treated, 
well paid and well fed. 1 have no kick com 
ing. I think conditions are seventy per cent 
better for the billnosters now than they were 
five years ago, and every year they are get 
ting better. 

If all the facts were known. I feel enre the 
eat would jump ont of the beg. and it would 
develop that Baker has a personal grouch

from the New York reviewers. The play par- 
takes of the qualities of a fairy story, Fev- 
ersham impersonating a demi-god or some sim- 
ilar mentally-created character of a child. 


Alan Dale aptly remarks that “‘the popular actor | 


had no fear to portray the character of an im- 


mortal, a demi-god, an entity of supernormal- | 


ity. Faversham came skipping on In the very 
best fantastic skip that he could clobber to- 
gether for the occasion. He was perfectly sure 
of himself in this unmaterial field. The Faun 
became Faversham, not Faversham the Faun. 
It was a gentlemanly Faun, a well-bred Faun, 
a Faun with a nicely-modulated voice, a Faun 
that when it came down to the colse of full- 
evening dress, as it did, wore it in the true 
Faversham style. It was a Favershamic Faun. 
Pan was out of it.”’ 

“Julie Opp, the suffragette tirader, brought 
the play down to the cold level of chilly top- 
icality,”’ but The American cites that ‘there 
was too much of the suffragette business. At 
least, it was not very intelligible. In such an 
imaginative affair the suffrage seemed rude, 
and quite too many.’’ This is not to be taken 
as a disparagement to the acting of Miss Opp, 
however, for she played with sincerity through- 


out. 

The Tribune discourses in this manner: ‘‘When 
Mr. Faversham’s acting in this play is consid- 
ered, one is inclined to believe that it is one 
of the best things that he has ever done. He 
was particularly effective in the first act when 
the physical side of the Faun was predominant. 
He jumped about with the agility of a tiger 


cub, and otherwise gave an excellent idea of | 


what a Faun might be. Throughout the entire 


piece he performed a difficult role in a satis- | 


factory manner. Seldom did he lapse into mere 
man. He maintained the half animal illu- 
sion to a marked degree. Miss Julie Opp was 
very successful as Lady Alexander Vancey, 
most militant of suffragettes, and she was 
charming as the awakened woman who con- 
fessed the supremacy of love. 

As to the play itself, there is much that 
rings tune in it. The author succeeds in point 
ing out many of the evils of civilization, but 
he fails to build even the Indication of a 
system that might take its place. Structural- 
ly, the play is strong in the first act, after 
the entrance of the Faun dressed in his tiger 
skin. But in five days the Faun changes from 
half animal, itching in the clothes of man, to 
one preaching the doctrines of the demi-gods. 
The play falls down somewhat in the second 
act, but it picks up again in the last, after 


there has been a readjustment of affections dur- | 


ing a spectacular thunderstorm. There are some 
very clever lines in the piece, which on the 
whole shows considerable originality. But the 
author gives the impression of having bitten 
off more than he can chew. He has included 
some phrases which may be well left out, but 
last night’s audience seemed inclined to laugh 
at them, because of the ingenuousness with 
which they were uttered by the worldly innocent 
half-man, so excellently impersonated by Mr. 
Faversham.”’ 

Thus we can see that the supporting cast is 
credited with the ability and versatility that 
could be expected. What fault there is, lies 
with the author, who did not consistently main 
tain the fantastic atmosphere. But we must 


overlook these shortcoming~ because of the true | 


reflections amounting to satire cast upon many 
of the conventionalities of our lives. The 
play is wholesome and uncommon enough in its 
qualities to justify a Rreadway fun, or, as the 


Herald words it: “The Faun touches on much |

suumetimes imitate the successful plays of thelr 
rivals, this does not hold true of the American 
picture makers Few, indeed, are the producers 


bere who wil! tolerate the straightforward copy- 


ing of the French-Italian school. A_ playlet 
dramatist who will copy his plot from a pic- 
ture that bas been shown the public will find 
lis American market gone It is known the 
American producers keep constantly in touch 


with each otber in their fight against the du- 
plication evil. Long before Mr. Roosevelt left 
for Africa, a dramatist dashed into a New York 
producer's office, and exclaimed: 

“I bave it! Here it is. Handle it gently. 
it means a fortune to you. ‘With Teddy in 
Africa,’ 1 call it. People will flock to see it.’’ 

“Yes, and riot to see it,”’ returned the pro- 
ducer “| mean that. They'll R-1-0-T to get 
inside. But there’s no use. Jones, of Chicago 
announced it yesterday, and 1 decline to dupli 
cate.”’ 

This same New York producer received fifty 
separate suggestions for Roosevelt's in Africa 
pictures while the excitement attending the 
Colonel's departure was on. Each dramatist 
submitting a suggestion thought, no doubt, 
that the particular inspiration came to him 
aloue. 

American producers rejoiced mightily when 
several large vaudeville theatres in New York 
and other cities dropped vaudeville in favor of 
moving pictures; but that our picture mep are 
seeking still other fields is plain from a mov- 
iug picture journal’s recent editorial prediction 
of a coming ‘‘art’’ theatre ip Broadway, near 
‘limes Square, ‘‘devoted solely to the high class 
iu moving pictures.’ This prophecy also carries 
the promise that our best playwrights will 
create the plots of the pictures shown in the 
art’? theatre, just as Gabriele D’Annunzio, Ed- 
mond Kostand, Paul Hervieu, Camille Saint- 
Saens, Georges Hue and Jean Richepin devote 
their energies to the construction of pictures 
for the leading French producers. 

While it may be stated from the best of author- 
that the story of the offer of $50,000 to Maude 


Adams to play before the camera was purely a | 


press agent’s tale, it is a fact that one very 
prominent American star was approached by 
a New York producer, and that be might have 
secured ber services had be been willing to pay 
the compensation she asked. The particular com- 
pensation was so high, the report goes, that 
the picture man was groggy when he left the 
office of the star's manager. 

But some day he will meet that compensa- 
tlom, or the stars will reduce their rates to fit 
lis purse; for in time we are certain to have 
the pick of the theatrical profession playing be 
fore the camera. Why? Because, in the main, 
the Paris picture producers have enlisted the 
services of the best of the stage lights of the 
Old World, and have shouted ‘‘Your Move!"’ 
across the ocean to the American picture men. 
That move must come. Sarah Bernhardt, Re- 
jane, Hading, Coquelin and Severin have added 
to the glory of the foreign moving picture. 
Who will have uplifted the American moving 
picture before the year expires? 

There has been a growing disposition of late 
on the part of sundry members of the theat- 
riecal profession to treat with contempt their 
brothers who play before the camera aad to 
give them an imaginary stage status which is 
an especially low one. The professional picture 
actor is inclined to hold this disposition as un- 
fair and unwarranted. He figures, with reason, 
that he is better paid if anything than the 


average Broadway actor—his playing to the | 


camera averages him $35 a week to the Broad- 
way man’s $25. 

Of course a Broadway star would lose money 
playing in a moving picture stock company at 
ordinary picture star’s wages. Still, considering 
everything, the present-day picture stars receive 
good compensation; and many ‘‘fair’’ Broadway 
players have presented themselves to the pic- 
ture producers, showed special adaptability at 
playing before the camera, and tripled their 
incomes instantly. 
stars at present range from $70 to 
week. Even the moving picture super 
paid; $5 the day is the general wage. 

With the fact that his actions go down into 
time unaccompanied by his words, making his 
playing appear largely like mimic in the pic- 
ture, the actor is required to make his actions 
clear to the audience to the point of simplicity. 
It is essential to the success of the picture 
that his every move be easily and instantly 
understood. He is taught to realize that if an 
audience stops to ponder over the meaning of 
a puzzling scene, all is lost. It has been said 
in all seriousness that he must make his very 
thoughts apparent to his audience. 3 

As concerns playing ability, therefore, the 
mau who ‘‘makes good’ before the camera 
has emal!] reason to acknowledge any deteriora 
tion from a visionary Rialto standard. The pro- 
ducers say that whatever professional contempt 
for the picture actor dees exist is held wholly 
by Rialto loungers. who, unemployed for the ha 
spell, thought themselves to pick up some 
money in front of the camera, and whose ap- 
plications were rejected. 


Under the auspices of the People’s Institute 
of New York, a board of distinguished censors 
meets weekly in the metropolis, for the pur- 
pose of passing final judgment on the picture 
plays before release All the producers submit 
their new plays to the censors® inspection, and 
those that are thought undesirable tn idea are 
ordered out of circulation. With the cost of 
roducing a play ranging from several hundred 
‘© several thousand dollars, the picture men 
have grown averse to turning out the objection-

j able subject that is sure to meet death at the 
hands of the censors. 

Yet the censorship is not what it should be 
|}and undoubtedly will be. There is a crying 
need for a centered board of censors with na- 
tional powers. While most of the cities are 
willing to abide by the censorship of the so- 
ealled National Board of Censors of New York, 
there is occasionally a police board, like that 
of Chicago, which will undertake to improve 
on the judgment of the People’s Institute edu- 
cators and public people—which improvement on 
the New York censorship comes quite high to the 
puzzled producer. Already there is vigorous 
agitation for a national picture censorship, and 
each time a board of policemen gv the en- 
lightened People’s Institute censors one Detter, 
fuel is added to the flame. 

The nickelodeons, it is curious to note, have 
enjoyed their greatest growth and prosperity in 
the recent period of business depression. There 
are bumerous instances on record of families 
with members in a certain industry who lost 
| their means of livelihood through the curtailing 
of expenses which followed the money strin- 
gency of 1907—instances in which a father, son 
and daughter were dropped from a payroll to- 
| gether. In several such cases the father in- 
vested his savings in a smal] nickelodeon, had 
the son instructed in the art of turning the 
crank of a picture projection machine, and in- 
stalled the daughter in the tiny box-office as 
ticket-seller. 

The head of the family himself would act 
as manager and usher; and in the majority 
of instances he hired a_ self-playing piano to 
accompany the pictures until he felt able te 
employ a piano player and singer—finally. his 
entire “‘outside’’ salary expense. In a large 
city one will run across many such nickelodeons 
operated ‘‘in the family,” that have made 
those families independent beyond their fondest 
hopes. Of course, luck varies in this as in 
other businesses, and many a man has lost his 
all in a nickelodeon that didn't draw. 

There are 690 nickelodeons, large and small, 
in New York City, and a Manhattan producer's 
careful count of the exhibitors of the na- 
tion makes them 12.000 strong. Producers who 
ought to know, say that $35,000,000 would be 
a conservative estimate of the amount of cap- 
ital invested in nickelodeons in this country. 
Four years ago barely one-tenth of this amount 
was invested in this branch of the amuse- 
ment business. The question of whether its 
renaissance has been reached or is yet to 
come will mean much to the thousands that 
have backed the picture to win. At any rate, 
there is no indication at the present time of 
any widespread public notion to pass up the 
motion picture exhibition,

Those that know the 
least of Americans are the ones who presume 
to speak with the most authority and with the 
loudest voice. so I can do no better than repeat 
the old saying: ‘‘Ignorance talks loudest.’’

the Photoplay people, and a combine in this 
j and other cities has been forced with the avowed 
intention of freezing out certain firms. I 
think that the combine will last a very short 
time, however, as the boycotted films are at 
the present time being shown by the boycotters 
themselves. Now, if they want to boycott these 
makers, why do they still show their pro 
ductigns? The answer is simply this: The 
public demand them, and if they can not see 
them where they have been in the habit of 
going to see them, they will go elsewhere, 
| where they can.

Also the automatic machine for taking views 
from lofty places, or from points not practical, 
or impossible for a human operator. Person- 
ally, since large kites are to be used for ex- 
ceptionally lofty exposures, I can’t see why the 
invention would not be worth even more if wire 
were used for the kite-flying and instead of the 
clock release use an electric one. This would 
bave the advantage of being startable and 
stopable entirely at the will of the operator and 
therefore would resuit in the saving of many a 
yard of film. 

The relief pictures I have not seen, as stated. 
It would seem reasonabie, if the claims of those 
who have seen the pictures are true, that here 
will be one of the most important dvelopments 
of all in the very near future. 

In general, the business here continues to 
grow. Many cafes now use picture machines and 
make no charge for the exhibitions, increased 
patronage bringing sufficient profit on the in- 
vestment. One large department store at least, 
has ar exhibition of pictures in which women 
and children are especially interested. After 
more than three years this house declares no 
one move involving so little expense has brought 
about such great results. 

Physicians, medical colleges, and educational 
institutions generally are taking up the ma- 
chine, using it for instruction as well as for 

leasure. Dr. Charcot, in his trip toward the 

uth Pole, carried a machine and his pictures 
were shown on a screen in the fameus auditor- 
ium of the stately Serbonne. The General Con- 
federation of Labor has purchased several ma- 
chines for the purpose of using them at meetings. 
They wish to interest, not only delinquent mem- 
bers, thus increasing attendance, but the wives 
and sweethearts of union men as well. 

As M. Boissier says: ‘‘The motion picture 
machine has come to stay. There are new uses 
for it discovered every day. And picture thea- 
tres are daily getting better. Attractions are 
improving always.’’

tures are printed here on imported films, about 
85 per cent. of the latter being the production 
of the American Kodak Company. It is said 
that while five years ago only one firm made 
cinematograph pictures, there are now over 60 
actively in this business, 

The machinery required, dynamo-electric and 
oll engines, are chiefly of Russian, German and 
Swedish origin. The imperts of cinematograph 
apparatus into Russia for the first elght months 
f 1910 aggregated $138,020, compared with 
$95,275 for the same period in 1909. 

In Moscow The Cine-Phone, a semi-monthly 
journal, devoted exclusively to the cinemato- 
graph trade, is published, and appears to be 
meeting with considerable success. 

The duty on machinery is 9 rubles per pood 
($4.64 per 36.2 pounds); on films, 70 kopecks 
per funt (36 cents per 14.4 ounces).

These latter are usually scenic views, 
such as Niagara Falls, while the European in 
elude scenery, parades, industries, and dramatic 
views. The exciting dramatic views appeal 
to one class, while the views that tend to ed- 
acate appeal to another; the comic views ap- 
peal to all. 


WHAT AMERICAN FILMS SHOULD SHOW— 
—INSTRUCTIVE USES. 

As the American films already shown have 
compared very favorably with those of Euro- 
pean views. it would be of general commercial 
value to the United States to introduce more 
views showing the larger cities, the working 
of large factories, steel mills, etc., scenes of 
amusement parks, summer resorts, naval and 
army reviews and sham battles. college ath- 
letics, fire scenes in the large cities, and farm, 
trrigation and stock-show scenes. Comic views 
should be included as well, as the people here 
are great lovers of comedy, 


There is no better means of acquainting peo 
ple with the habits, customs and industries of 
a foreign country than by the use of the mov- 
ing picture, and that fact is proved in South 
American countries when ote visits a bio- 
gtaph theatre and observes how familiar the 
ublic is with scenes in Europe. On the other 
and, when an American view is shown, al- 
though an interest is manifested, the audience 
lainly shows that it is entirely foreign to 
hem. Even the illustrated magazines in the 
reading room of this office attract attention 
to city and industrial scenes in the United 
States and bring forth many comments on the 
“Great. Republic of the North.” 


MOVING PICTURES FOR ALL SOUTH 
AMERICA. 


The largest importer of the moving ~~. 
supplies in Montevideo imports practically all 
the films used here and has some 500 rented 
throughout Brazil. He is also arranging for 
an agency in Buenos Altres and later in 
Chile. so as to be able to send the films 
throughout South A-nerica. Were American 
moving picture companies to introduce their 
films here, showing the above-mentioned places, 
it would not only result in a good business for 
them. but would benefit the interests in general 
ef the United States in South America. 

The customs duties on moving picture films 
about 40 per cent on a valuation of 
$3.62 per 2.2 pounds. Films entered to be 
shown and then sent out of the country do not 
“scape the customs duties. All descriptive mat- 
ter shown on the films, as well as the name 
and directions to the operator, should be writ- 
ten in Spanish. 


MOVING PICTURE MACHINES. 

The moving picture machines now in use are 
of French make and give satisfaction for the 
first two or three months, when the light 
gives much trouble to the operator. A German 
firm made an attempt to introduce its machines 
and the agent su in making arrange- 
ments to change all the machines then in use 
for the German machine, but as the company 
would not alter its machine from direct to al- 
ternating current to meet the conditions here 
it was forced to abandon the project. 

As the importer In Mentevideo practically con- 
trols the importation of machines and films in 
this city, and intends to establish agencies 
throughout South America, he would be in a 
position to suggest the necessary changes to 
meet the requirements throughout South Amer- 
fea. The machines sent to Montevideo should 
be equipped with a 220-volt alternating current 
light, and so constructed as not to require the 
the use of extra fittings, such as resistance 
eolls, etc. 

There is an opportunity for American moving 
ae supply companies to introduce their 
Ims and to replace the machines now in use, 
provided they will send a good machine to be 
tried, and then make the necessary changes 
to meet the requirements in the different coun- 
tries. In advertising thelr films, samples should 
be sent with as clear description of the picture 
written in Spanish as possible. 

The importer mentioned intends to go to Eu- 
rope in a few months, but if he could make 
as good or better arrangements with an Amer- 
fean firm, he will visit the United States also.

MOVING PICTURE THEATRES IN COLOMBIA 


In Bogota, with a population estimated at 
80.000, there are no theatres devoted exclusive- 
ly to the exhibition of moving pictures. In one 
place similar to the average moving picture house 
of the United States, cinematograph exhibitions 
are given three nights a week through the year. 
Similar entertalnments are given occasionally in 
a regularly equipped theatre. For some months 
past moving pictures have been the principal 
feature at the leading park here. These exht- 
bitions last two to two and one-half hours, and 
the prices range from 10 to 40 cents gold. Th- 
attendance is very good. 


There are no picture machines of American 
Manufacture in use here, the four cinemato-

graphs in the city being of European make. The 
great majority of films are bought outright from 
French and Italian houses.
